street to Main street; thence on Main street 
to Th.riy-firss street; thence on Thigty-first 
street to Laurel street; thence on urel 
street to Transit avenue; also on Ashland 
a venue from Twenty-second street to Thirty- 
first street; also on Wood street from T wenty- 
second street to Park street; thence on 
Park street to Lincoln street; thence on 
Lincoln street to Webster avenue; and thence 
on Webster avenue to Seminary avenue. The 
ordinance provides that work on the roid 
shall begin within ninety days; six tickets to 
be sold at the rate of six for 25 cents; trans- 
fer tickets to be issued at any intersecting 
point as named by the Mayor; said company 
to pay for the improvement of streets on which 
the lines are constructed from curbto curb, 
and an annual license fee of G50 a car to be 
paid to the city. ) 

Smallpox Hespital. 


Ald. Finkler submitted ag order ‘that the 
Commissionets of Public Works and Health 
be directed to advertise for all labor and ma- 
terial for the erection of the new smallpox 
hospital in accordance with plans and specifi- 
cations prepared by the City Architect, and to 
let the edntract for the same te the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder or bidders, provided such 
cottractor or contractors will wait for pay- 
ment until the appropriation for the amount 
required has been made. It was referred to 
the Finance committee. 

The Mayor also sent in a veto of an order 
passed at the last meetme instructing the 
Commissioner of Public Works to issue a 
pernftt to the Chicago Telephone company to 
erect three poles on Ardmore avenue. The 
order is disproved on account of its non-con- 
formity with the franchise ordinance of the 
company. A veto message onan order for 
the same purpose was sent to the Council by 
the Mayor in March. 

The Commissioner of Public Works report- 
ed that the proposed bridge across the river 
at Lawrence avenue would cost $11,500 for 
the trestle work and $10,000 for the span. 
As to the cost of the viaduct on California 
avenue from Kinzie street to Grand avenue, 
and the subway in connection therewith, he 
reported the cost would be $426,000. 

A protest was received from Richard F. 
Lander, Daniel P. Wright, James S. Meck- 
ling, and John B. Schmeil against the passage 
of the ordinance granting permission to the 
South Chicago Street railway company to 
construct, operate, and maintain a street 
railroad on Avenue K. The petition was 
ordéred referred to the Committee on Streets 
and Alleys West.

RICH’S SECOND INAUGURAL MESSAGE. 


tates of 


He Advises the Incerperation of Labor 
Organizitions Like Capital’s, 
Larsma, Mich., Jan. 8.—[Specia).|—The 
feature of today’s legislative session was the 
message of Gov, Rich, The Governor ap- 
peared at 2 o'clock and was greeted with 
great applause by the vast audience, consgist- 
ing of all the Senators, Representatives, Su- 
preme Court Judges, State officers, and citi- 
eis from various parts of the State. 
Message of the Governor. 


Gov. Rich’s message was in part as follows: 

Senators and Representatives: Nov. 1, 1898, 
after the apportionment of the primary school 
kund was made, for the first time in many years 
Michigan confronted an empty treasury. This / 
was not caused so much by increased expendi- 
tures, as it was by the failure of the Legisiature 
of 1891 to levy sufficient taxes. Sec. 3, of Article 
XIV. of the Constitution, provides that the State 
shall not contract debts to meet: deficits in 
revenue to aggregate more than $50,000 at any 
one time. This provision of the Constitution 
was adopted more than forty years ago, when 
$50,000 represented more than five times that 
amount does today. It would seem to me ad- 
visable to provide for so amending the Constitu- 
tion as with propet restrictions to put it within 
the power of the State to borrow money in cases 
of necessity, rather than carry so large a bal- 
ance. I desire to renew my recommendation of 
two years ago that if possible some means be de- 
vised for the abrogation of old special charters, 
so that all our railroads may be placed upon the 
same basis so far as taxation and supervision 
and other legislation is concerned. 

The action of the Legislature two years ago in 
8 for the one-sixth mill tax places the 

state University upon a proper and substantial 
foundation. With the increased amount charged 
for tuition and a gradual increase of the fund as 
the valuation of taxabie property in the State in- 
creases will place this insittution beyond the 
need of asking further aid from the Legislature 
for years to come. The Michigan Mining School. 
when age and all things are considered, stands 
at the head ofthis class of institutions. It, in 
the nature of things. is a very expensive school. 
I would recommend that you take some measures, 
if possible, Without in any way injuring the 
school, to provide that those having tue benetit 
of it shall bear some portion of the lange expense 
necessary to maintain it. 

In the 1 State insane asylums there are 
8.226 beds and 3,164 inmates, leaving sixty-two 
unoccupied beds, For ten years past the average 
annual increase in the number admittea to the 
State asylums has been about 165, so that there 
is today provision for less than the average num- 
ber of inmates wht would normally be admitted 
to the asylums within the next six months. The 
increased accommodations afforded by the new 
asylum at Newberry might be augmented at a 
minimum expenditure by enlarging the Home 
for Feebie-Minded and Epileptic at Lapeer, so 
the epileptics at 1 in our State asylums 
may be transferred to that institution. Aside 
from providing for the increase in the number of 
the insane there does not seem to be any neces- 
sity for additional legislation in regard to insane 
asylums, 


Maintenance of State Prisons. 


The State Prison at Jackson, State House of Cor- . 
rection and Reformatory at Ionia, and Branch 

Prison at Marquette, constitut: the prisons of 

the State, continue to bea heavy burden upon 

the taxable property of the State. The total cost 

of keeping the “1,806 prisoners, which was the 

average number for the last two years, was 

$644,358. The cost over and above the earnings 

was $210,841. The cost at Jackson, where there 

was an average of 819 prisoners, was 41 cents an 
inmate a day; lonia, $1.08, and at Marquette, 
$1.13. At Marquette the executive expenses are 
comparatively large, as the numberof inmates 
cared for is limited, and owing to the rigorous 
climate and distance from supplies, the expense 
of keeping prisoners there is larger. ‘There 
must have been something either radi- 
cally wrong in the management at lonia 
or the business was run in such a 
way that a are. amount of money was lost. 
The former wurden of this institution was ro- 
moved for cause. Since the change in wardens 
there has been a marked reduction in the prices 
of articies bought, but it is not probable that all 
the reforms needed have yet been adopted. The 
State accountant has been ordered to conduct an 
investigation, and he reports verbally that the 
system of keeping accounts is imperfect, and that. 
many of the practices there shouid be changed. 
It is hoped the law may be amended go as to pro- 
vide for better methods and much less expense to 
the State for keeping prisoners. This brings up 
the question of contract labor. In Jackson 
prison, where most of the prisoners are on 
contract, the result is such as to show that 
had all tne men been employed the prison would 
have been self-support and possibly a little 
more, and it can hardly said that there was 
any serious interference with free labor there. 
It is ciearly shown that contractors of prison 
labor do not usually make larger profits than 
those who employ free labor, so the compe- 
tition cannot very severe. No warden, how- 
ever competent be may be, is capable of carrying 
on successfully, in all their details, any where 
from ten to twenty-five different branches of busi- 
ness. It is needless to call your attention to the 
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State.

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GOV. HOLCOMB OF NEBRASKA ORITI- 
OISES A OOURT’S DECISION, 


He Discusses the Maximum. Statute and 
the Mearings of the Judicial Opinion, 
Taking Isaue with the Judge — Gov. 
Crounse Retires With a 14,000- Word 
Farewell - Populists and Democrats 
Combine in Colorade - Maine's Pre- 
eminence in Shipbutliding. 


Lixcolx, Neb., Jan. 3.—[Special.]—At 3 p. 
m. today in the presence of a multitude that 
packed Representative Hail Lorenzo Crounse 
delivered his final message, und Silas Hol- 
comb delivered his inaugural as Nebraska's 
Governor for the ensuing two years. At the 
joint inaugural session of both houses Lieut.- 
Gov. Majors, who was defeated for Governor 
on the Republican State ticket, presided, and 
there were no signs of the recent political 
storm in the pleasant and impressive cere- 
monies. The oath of office was ad. 
ministered to the new Governor by 
Chief Justice Norval. While Nebraska 
has now a Democrat-Popuiist Governor 
his message was conservative in tone and con- 
cise in calling attention to needed reforms. 
Gov, Crounse’s message contained 14,00) 
words, He congratulated the State upon the 
saving made in the last two years in mainte- 
nance of all State institutions, a saving of 
nearly $750,000 over the two previous years. 
He ad vocated economic appropriations and 
ceritering responsibility upon the Governor 
rather than the State Board as now constitut- 
ed. Referring to the loss of $250,000 of 
State funds through the failure of the Capital 
National Bank the Governer dwelt in detail 
upon the legal steps taken to recover the 108s 
from ex-Gov. Hill, and in a vigorous way 
urged the continued prosecution of the case. 

Prison Contracts and Labor. 

The prison contract is dwelt upon and the 
Legislature urged to take some action, the 
present contract being the one made with 
Mosber, now a convict bimself, and bemg 
carried out by an assignee. Under the pres- 
ent contract the State pays 40 cents pag day 
for the care of each convict and the Governor 
recommends the State working ite convicts 
and predicts under that system the prison 
coutd be self-supporting. In relation to the 
Bureau of Labor the Governor declares it a 
failure and simply an office paying a political 
salary. Abolish it or enlarge it is his recom- 
mendation. 

In regard to the beet sugar industry 
the "Gomes system is indorsed 
providing it carries with it 
a fixed price for beets and that the bounty 
should be fixed not to continue beyond the 
time when the government may give sufficignt 
protection to the industry. 

In the question of maximum rates the Gov- 
ernor says in relation to the Federal decision 
on the maximum rate law that, while the 
court asserted the constitutionality of the law 
and conceded the Legislature’s right to enact it 
the opinion of the Judge is disappointing an 
unsatisfactory, and it is to be regretted it did 
not state some rule by which reasonable rates 
might be determined. 

he following constitutional amendments 
are urged: An enlargement of the Supreme 
Court, providing for the investment of the 
permanent school fund, an electric railroad 
commission, requiring all persons of foreign 
birth to become fuil citizens before having 
the right to vote, giving the Legislature richt 
to increase executive officers, The remark- 
able growth of the State University is dwelt 
pee and the importance of liberal business 
aid for its maintenance and future growth is 
earnestly urged. 

What the New Governor Says. 


Gov. Holcomb’s inaugural was short and 
concise.

Boards non-partisan. He called attention to 
the urgent need of assistance for the drought 
sufferers, asking that this matter receive first 
attention, and as speedily as possible.

SAY SHE PASSED PORGED OHEOKS. 


Chicago Woman Arrested in Milwaukee 
with Much Mystery in the Case.

Miss Row- 
and, the nurse, says she knows nothing about 
Mrs. Farrell. Mrs. Farreli has retained an 
attorney and refuses to go to Illinois without 
requisition papers. 

In an interview late tonight Mrs. Farrell 
said she received the check tor $250 which 
she passed on the Lincoln Park Sanitarium 
from her husband and dia not know it was a 
forgery. However, she would not say any- 
thing of the whereabouts or the identity of 
her husband.

PLANS TO IMPROVE THE TARIFF LAW. 


Sugar, Alcohol, aud Ingome Taxes to Be 
Remedied=—Senaters Are Anxious, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 3.—A movement 
was begun in the Senate today looking to the 
amendment of the urgency deficiency bill, 
which has not yet been reported from the 
committee, by addmg several amendments 
looking to the improvement of the present 
tariff law. Among the amendments is one 
for the abolition of the one-tenth additional 
differentiul duty placed on sugar imported 
from countries paying a bounty, and for the 
correction of the error made in regard to the 
tax on alcohol used in the arts, and a 
thira relieving corporations of the provision 
of income tax law requiring that they shall 
furnish lists of their employés to whom sal- 
aries of less than $4,000 are paid. 

Senator Quay gave notice of an amend- 
mentto the bill striking out all provisions 
for an appropriation for the collection of the 
income tax and inserting a provision for the 
reénactment of the McKinley duty on wool. 
The Senator said this was intended as a text 
for a speech. When asked if he would an- 
tagonize the urgent deficiency bill because of 
the income tax appropriation he said it was 
his intention to oppose it if there should be

In January a detach- 
ment cf Hondurian troops seized Cape Gracias- 
A-Dios in Nicaragua, about sixty miles above the 
Mosquito strip. The Kearsarge was ordered to 
Biuefields to protect the interests of American 
citizens, but was wrecked on the way on Ron- 
cador Reef, Early in February the Government 
of Nicaragua sent a military force to the strip to 
repel the threatened invasion. Feb. 11 the Nic- 
eragennn occupied the Bluff, and the 12th they 
took possession of Blidefields and prociaimed 
martial law in the reservation. Against this 
action Clarence, the so-called Mosquito Chief, 
protested. 

Attempts a Provisional Government. 


War vessels of Great Britain and later of the 
United States were sent to Bluefields to protect 
the respective foreign interests in that locality. 
The Nicaraguan Commissioner to the reserva- 
tion attempted. with the concurrence of the 
British naval and consular representatives, to 
organizea provisional government for the strip, 
in which Nicaraguans and foreigners were to 
take part, but the endeavor proved abortive. 
This government withbeid its sanction of the 
scheme as inimical to the sovereignty of Nica- 
ragua and American interests at Bluefields re- 
trained from participating in the proposed ad- 
ministration.

Congress on the currency question, but if he 
has any ideas in that line he did not make 
them known to me at our talk. A number 
of gentlemen called upon him this forenoon, 
and went over the currency matter with him 
troroughiy, but he did not enlighten them 
either in regard to a message to Congress on 
this subject, conséquently 1 do not believe 
there is anything in it. 

„There may bea few verbal amendments 
made to the bill now before the House, but 
that is about as far as we will go at present.

There was nota quorum when the House 
met today at noon and Ike Hill, the Demo- 
cratic whip, had received communications 
from at least forty absentees, urging pairs 
for themselves until Monday.

Goldzier and McGann 
of Chicago, both of whom are expected here 
early next week, Very few Republicans are 
on their side of the House.

If the com omg, had 
gone to London instead of coming to Wash- 
ington for a charter the canal would now be 
completed or nearly so, and it would, like the 
Suez Canal, be under the civil and military 
control of Great Britain,

SENDING OUT BLANKS FOR INCOME TAX. 


Internal Revenue Collector Miller Prepares 
the Documents—Returns Years Ago. 
Wasnhinerton, D. C., Jan. 3.—Commissioner 
Miller of the Internal Revenue Bureau tomor- 
row will begin sending out taxpayers’ return 
bianks for assessment of the internal revenue 
income taz. These bianks will be sent to the 
Collectors of Internal Revenue thraughout 
the couhtry and by them will be distributed 
to the taxpayers. There are sixty-three Col- 
lectors, and it is the intention to send 
out as rapidly as printed 300,- 
000 copies. The difficulty in even approx- 
imating the total taxpayers is increased by 
the fact that in some Stetes corporations are 
created by special charter granted by the 
Legislature, in others by certificates issued 
by the Seeretary of State, and in others by 
the courts. Each of the six forms contains 
that part of the new tariff act relating to the 
income tax. The records of the Treasury 
Department show the aggregate of all re- 
ceipts from income taxes levied between the 
years 1863 and 1871, when the last act was 
repealed, was $333,331,293, which is divided 
as follows: Personal, $264,190,863; cor- 
rations, $68,250,504; non-residents, 
37,375; special, $452,550.

The reasons in favor of this last propo- 
sition have been stated often by Tun Parsuve. 
This change in the law will emancipate the 
Mayor from the spoils politicians of his party. 
At present he surrenders to them almost in- 
evitably, no matter how good his intentions 
may be at the outset, because he is attacked 
soun by the reélection fever, and he knows the 
difficulty of being renominated without the 
assistance of the practical politicians, which 
he can secure only by making concessions to 
them. 

There is no objection to doubling the length 
of the term, especially when civil service 
methods have been made applicable to all the 
city employés and when effectual provision 
has been made for keeping the Mayor out of 
politics. A city paper says: It is doubtful 
whether a law isolating the Mayor from his 
political rights and duties would be valid.“ 


No such legislation has been asked for. What 
ie wanted is a law which will make it impos- 


sible for the Mayor to use for the benefit of a 
political party powers given to him to be 
used for the welfare of the community. No 
man can gain any additiona! political rights 


or have imposed on him additional political 
duties by becoming an officeholder, He re- 
tains the right to vote, but he does not as 
quire the right to make other men vote as he 
wants them to by reason of the fact that he is 
their superior officer. — 


The performances of the present Mayor 


during the last campaign were notorious. It 


was largely because of his defiant use for 


regular Republican convention. A Board of 
Review made up of three State officers, all 
Democrats, claimed under the law the right to 
decide who were the lawful nominees whose 
names should go on the official baliot. The 
finding of the board, especially in one case, 
was grossly unfair. It was dictated mani- 
festly by partisan reasons and by the wish to 
crowd off the official bailot the names of men 
whoee Republicanism was not questioned, and 
who were preferred by the Republicans of the 
district, and place on the ballot a man the 
Republicans did not want and whose thor- 
ough-going Republicanism was doubted. If 
the election had been a close one instead of a 
landslide the action of the State board might 
have cost the Republicans the Legislature. 

If the dispute had been left to the decision 
of the Republican State Central committee 
a different conclusion and one more satis- 
factory to the Republicans would have been 
arrived at. For that committee would not 
have decided in favor of candidates whose 
backers were Democrats. Had there been a 
disagreement as to the legality of the nomina- 
tion of one gf the Republican candidates for 
county offices last fall it would have been dis- 
posed of by a local board of review, two of 
the members of which would have been Dem- 
ocrats, one ot them a candidate for reéiection 
and both of them interested in havmg the 
name of a weak Republican on the ballot 
rather than that of a strong one.

It is reported that President Cleveland 
already is thinking along the line here 
indicated; also that he may advise that 
authority be given to the Secretary of the 
Treasury to place the bonds before the gold 
therefor is deposited in the Treasury. No 
doubt the present requirement in that respect 
operates asa hindranceto the selling of our 
bonds abroad, as foreigners hardly want to 
send their gold here perhaps weeks in ad- 
vance of the time of receiving the bonds in 
exchange for it, but all doubt on the subject 
of foreign buying would be removed by mak- 
ing the bonds specifically payable in gold. 
The promise to pay in coin is equivocal, 
and legitimately, may be objected to 
by a foreign purchaser when a large part of 
the “coin” in the United States is 
“token money, less than balf of the face 
value being represented by the intrinsic value 
of the bullion contained in the coin, And 
there should be no objection to this so long 
as the administration wants gold in exchange 
for the bonds, and insists on receiving gold 
for them or nothing. If the intention be to 
redeem the bonds in gold it would be no 
more than right to makean explicit state- 
ment to that effect on the face of the bond. 
If that be not the intention common candor 
requires that the fact be stated, so that the 
persons asked to buy the bonds may know 
what they have to count on. Then if a for- 
eigner chose to pay out his gold for a bond 
which was to be redermed in silver nobody 
would havea right iv object to the transac- 


approval, as Justices of the Peace in this city 
for the next four years, It isto be hoped that 
the selections made will average better than 
they have lor the last twenty years. 

When this method of obtaining Justices of 
the Peace for Chicago was devised by the 
Constitutional convention it was believed. it 
would work admirably. Every one was con- 
fident that the Jucges would do their part of 
the work judicialiy and judiciously. They 
ba vo not done so on all occasions. They ha ve 
tried often to provide places for personal 
friends or political supporters who would do 
something for them when election day came 
around rather tha a to get good Justices for the 
people. Will there be a decided improve- 
ment this year in the list of nominees? 

But something is needed besides selecting 
good men. The execrable, corrupting sys- 
tem of paying the Justices with fees must be 
abolished. That system has made good men 
bad and bad men worse. It has caused the 
Justices to bid against one another for busi- 
ness and use their constables as drummers. 
It has led them to make disgraceful agree- 
ments with men who had it in their power to 
throw business into their hands. The de- 
moralizing effect of the fee system has been 
described over and over again. Nearly every 
one has admitted that there ought to be a 
change, but the change never has been made. 
Why cannot this General Assembly make it? 

Very probably numerous propositions will 
be submitted concerning the Justices. Some 
men will ask for a constitutional amendment

Hard 
times, however prevented him doing this and 
so he is peddiing them out for what they cost 
him. He offers a table cloth with two table 
scarfs and a dozen napkins for $8; women’s 
silk hose ran from 75 cents to $1.50 a pair, 
while underelothing of the finest quality is of- 
fered at similar cheap prices. The bargains 
usually prove too much for the housewife, 
who is perfectly willing to make a mall de-

On the of reorganization the Peo- 
ple’s party in Illinois almost went to the 
shambles last night.

Several members of this committee 
were in conference here yesterday at the 
Briggs House with leaders of the party 
and among other things a committee,§ of 
which J. W. Clarke and A. B. Adair were 
members, submitted a plan for future opera- 
tions which at the afternoon session was 
adopted, although with the understanding 
that it should receive the approval of the 
State Central committee before being put 
into operation, Last night Jesse Cox, 
who had not participated in the 
day meeting, entered a vigorous 
protest against ‘the plan, got some one to 
move a reconsideration of the vote by which 
it was adopted and thereby precipitated a lively 
fight. It developed in the discussion that 
Cook County stood against the rest of the 
State, the real reason for that being that the 
proposed new scheme, if finally accepted, 
shut out the labor unions as designated 
factors in the party machinery. ; 
the motion to reconsider stood nine 
to nine, thas forcing the Chairman 
to decide the matter. He voted to sustain the 
action of the afternoon meeting, although he 
took occasion to say the pians probably 
would never be heard of after they have 
reached the State committee, 

The suggestion of the Conference commit- 
tee was in substance that the Central commit- 
tee reorganize the party machinery on 
basis of chartered clubs in every district; that 
ten or more persons subscribing to the National 


and State platforms and paying a fee of 25 


ceute each shall constiiute the charter mem- 
bership; that such orgunizations be recognized 
by the State Centrai committee as the only 
regular clubs of the People's party, and 
each ciub shall pay to the Central committee 
for campaign fund a per capita 
tax of 25 cents annually.

Chicago is now displaying the same energy 
in the movement towards securing a new 
Government Building as was displayed when 
delegation after delegation traveled to Wash- 
ington on behalf of the World’s Fair. Yester- 
day the call for Saturday’s meeting at the 
Great Northern was sent out to 800 of the 
representative citizens of Chicago. It is ex- 
pected that at least 200 will be present at the 
meeting, which will be called to order by 
ex- Judge Lambert Tres. The selection of the 
delegation to visit Washington will be the 
main event of the gathering, but the part ia 
which architects and builders take most in- 
terest will be the discussion of the manner in 
which the new Goverament Building is to be 
construcied and the award of contracts. It 
was thought wise by those calling the meet- 
ing to bring up the whole subject at one ses- 
sion rather than call subsequent meetings to 
consider questions of construction, 

If George R. Davis will consent to lead the 
Washington delegation his selection would 
greatly please the citizens signing the call. 
Mr. Davis’ visits to the National Capital for 
the World’s Fair were crowned with such suc- 
cess that it is thought: fitting he should lead 
those going on a similar mission on behalf of 
the Governmeat Building. The selection of 
the delegation, however, can only be deter- 
mined Saturday, when it is learned how 
much time will be required at Washington. 

The suggestion in the call that a committee 
of property-owners, who have ample experi- 
ence in the construction of modern office 
buildings, to codperate with the government 
architect, was inserted, it is said, after sev- 
eral leading authorities in the world of latter. 
day construction had expressed their willing- 
ness to give their services free of cost to 
committee, it is

FOR BUYING STOLEN PIOLUBES, 


Harry Moses Held by Justice Foster 
The Tribune” Complaint. 

Harry Moses was held to the grand jury 
yesterday onthe charge of receiving stolen 
property. The charge was preferred by Tus 
Trisung company, which for some months 
has been annoyed with thefts of the advance 
art supplements. Despite the utmost vigi- 
lance exercised by George A. Montgomery, 
Superintendent of city circulation, the news- 
boys succeeded in stealing the art supple- 
ments in advance of their appearance with 
Tue Sunpay Times. The persons who were 
buying these stolen pictures were simply en- 
couraging newsboys to become thieves, and 
Tue Immun dete?mited to stop the practice. 
Last week Mr. Montgomery learned a news- 
boy had sold advance supplements to Joseph 
Strause and Harry Moses. These men have 
been framing the art supplements and seliing 
them at their place of business on State street, 
near Jackson. Warrants charging them with 
receiving stolen property were sworn out 
against them and served. Strause and Moses 
were represented by Attorney Morris and Tuz 
Tamer company by F. R. Cain. The trial 
was held in Justice Foster’s court. 

Mr. Montgomery was the first witness. He 
said: I have known for some time art sup- 
plements were being stolen by the newsboys 
and was anxious to find out who was putting 
the boys up to steal them. ILgot a hint of a 
boy offering them for sale on Madison street 
and sent Policeman Barchard to hunt him 
up. He brought in the boy. Jakey Klein. 
Jakey confessed to having sold pictures to 
Moses & Strause, whodo their mounting at 
No. 165 Madison street. I sent Policeman 
Barchard to get the pictures. He was not 
able to find them. After awhile Mr. Moses 
called me up over the telephone and said: 
We've got some Trisuns pictures. If you 
want them send for them,’ I told him he 
couldn't send them back too quickly, 
as it was a serious affair. In 
about ten minutes Moses & Strause came 
to the office. Moses had the unmounted and 
Strause the mounted pictures, Moses said: 
We've got those pictures.’ I told them it 
was a pretty serious uffair, which they ac- 
knowledged, and wanted to know what could 
be done to square it. I told them I didn’t see 
anything could be done, as they were the 
guilty ones and were making thieves of these 
newsboys. They made excuses they did not 
have time to bring them back. My answer 
was they had plenty of time to frame them. 
They man 
eral days in advance of the issue of Tus Sun- 
pay Tarox. In fact, they were prepared to 
sell them mounted on glass before the public 
could secure them with Taz Trisunz, some- 
thi which has annoyed the publishers of 
Tun Trrpunz for some months past. Moses 
& Strause left the office hoping that some- 

thing could be done to ‘square’ the matter. 

Jakey Klein, the 13-year-old newsboy who 
sold the pictures, said: I bought the pict- 
ures of a boy who nad them under his coat, 

I went to Mr. Moses and asked him if he 
wanted to buy some Trrsunz pictures of the 
coming week. He asked me how many 1 had 
and I told him a hundred. I wanted $1 for 
| them. He said he would give me 85 cents. 1 
went and got the pictures and took the 85 
cents for hem.“ 

Moses & Strause declared they didn’t 
know the pictures were stolen, but their testi- 
mony was such after hearing it Justice Foster 
said: I think the evidence shows the prop- 
erty was stolen. The fact a mere boy had so 
many of them in advance of their being issued 
by the paper is sufficient to indicate the prob- 
ability of theft.”

Most of them 
were men who haunted such sales as these, 
whose declared business is the purchase and 
sale of these waifs and strays of commerce. 
They are the same men one meets at 
those queerest of all sales, the annual auc- 
tions of the express companies. Once seen 
they are never forgotten. Their characteris- 
tics are a certain unctuous fatness, a general 
air of unshaveaneés, big coats and round 
caps. They remind one mightily of the 
Zopilotes of Mexico. There were others. A 
few prosperous, well-dressed men who proba- 
bly wanted to purchase some special objects, 
an agent or two from the big department 
stores, a score of small traders bunting for 
sag half a dozen Chinamen, and three 

men. The regular men walked in as men 
a ome, They greeted each other by odd 
titles: Ah, you bere, B. R.?“ Tes, why 
not, Dia mond W!

Getting Ready for Business. 


PROFESSORS FORM A NEW SOOIETY. 


Political Sciences Association of the Central 
States Is Organized. 

College instructors in political economy, 
political science, sociology, and history, rep- 
resenting nearly every higher institution in 
the Mississippi Valley, met in all-day session 
yesterday. The conference was held in 
chapel, Cobb Lecture Hall. In the forenoon 
papers were read by Prof. J. Lawrence 
Laughlin on Methods of Instruction in Po- 
litical Economy.“ and by Prof. Jesse Macy of 
Iowa College on Methods of Instruction in 
Political Science,” 

Prof. Laughlin advised that in elementary 
work in economics the instructor adhere 
strictly to received principles. In subsequent 
study the student should pursue a general 
course of reading and construct his own 
economic theory. Prof Laugblin insisted 
that ability to think in accordance with well 
defined. economie principles and not the ac- 
quisition of economic information was the 
desideratum of the student in political 
economy. 

Prof. Macy emphasized the importance of 
introducing live questions into the class-room 


and of educating the sources of public opin-

World’s Fair goods, 229 lots; forfeited goods, 15 
lots; warehoused goods, 7 lots, and unclaimed 
“entered goods, 18 lots; in all 363 lots, 

The first lot offered was a case of printed 
matter valued at $16.. It was sold for $1. 
Then nine cases of German books valued at 
$383 were sold for $4.50 and the auction 
was fairly started. As each box wus brought 
up the bidders crowded so closely about it 
that it was hard work for the packers to 
break it open. After a while “the spirit of 
impatience seized the crowd and by far the 
greater number of the packages were sold un- 
opened. 

They contained the most diverse things im- 
aginable. Thirty-four huge boxes from En- 
giand containing a soda water machine, 
essences, tools, etc., valued at $2,148 was 
sold for $400. Then two casks of claret were 
sold for half their stated value, and then 
came confectionery, printed matter, feathers, 
linen shirts, metalware. pistache nuts, toys, 
oliva oil, beer, musical instruments, 
books, Egyptian curios, .ovens, maps, 
punch, bicycles, cigarets, optical 
instruments, iron um ps, Chinese 
groceries, ink, etc., etc. ot G2 was one 
case effects, its foreign value $16, present 
value the same. When it was called, just 
after a large case of oriental daggers in 
carved ivory sheaths had been sold after a 
spirited contest, two of the three women 
present got as close to the auctioneer as possi- 
ble. They were, one elderly, and one young 
and pleasant-looking, both Germans. The 
younger started the bidding at $2, a much 
larger starting bid than usual. Rapidly the 
bids came in until $16, the declared value, 
was reached, Then every one stopped bid- 
bing except the woman and one of the chief 
professional buyers of auctioned goods.

Then began the sale of the World’s Fair 
goods. There were many boxes of books, 
which, oddly enough, cansidering that they 
were all advertisements or catalogues, 
brought good prices. A package of electrodes 
went for a quarter ofa dollar, while a bale of 
roots with the valuation none sold for $2. 
There was a great deal of wine, gin, brandy,

REPRIEVED MAN JS MAD WITH JOY. 


Lambert and His Mother Overcome by 
Stay of Execution. 

Campen, N. J., Jan. 3.—A halt hour before 
the time set for the execution of Theodore 
Lambert this morning a stay of proceedings, 
granted by Justice Shiras in Washington 
until March 4, was served on Sherifl.Barrett. 
When Lambert’s counsel told him of the 
stay he fainted, and later fell in a second 
faint, On being revived he shouted, Glory 
to God,“ and then fell on, the neck of Law — 
Semple, kissing him.. Lambert’s mind 
been temporarily turned by his good — 
He shouts and sings in turn. After 
leaving the jail Lawyer Semple went 
to Lambert’s home, where his mother 
was awaiting the news of her son’s 
execution. When he entered she cried: Is 
he dead yet? I thought he would not be 
hanged until 10 o’clock.”’ When told of the 
stay she fell like a log anda physician had to 
be called to restore her to consciousness. She 
went at once to the jail and Mrs. Lambert re- 
fused to leave the cell of her son. 

Lawyer Semple's efforts to save his client's 
life have been extraordinary. He asserts that 
Lambert is legally dead, as the date first set 
for his execution was Dee. 13. Lawyer Sem- 
ple himself secured the reprieve and then, 
after the day on which Lambert was to be ex- 
ecuted had passed, he took tse opposite 
ground--that conviction did not date from 
sentence, but from the time of the verdict. 
As the day set for the execution had 
Lam bert was legally dead. 

He exhausted every means provided in New 
Jersey to save bis client on the technicality a 
fortnight ago and then appealed to the yee 
eral courts, raismg the same point which had 
been dismissed in the New Jersey courts, 
He went before Judge Dallas in Philadelphia 
yesterday, but was refused the application 
fora writ. He next went to Washington and 
called on Justice Shiras of the Supreme 
Court. He was referred back to Judge Dal- 
las. He remained in W ashington, however, 
and shortly before 12 o'clock succeeded in 
having the stay granted: He took a mid- 
night train and reached here early this morn- 
ing, but did not serve the writ on the Sheriff 
until 9:30 this morning.
